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He Name and Lot of the Sabbath 
(as many of this generation have 
uſed the matter) are very unlike : 
for that is fixed on an Hebrew-root 
(which fignifigth Reſt) this, as a wa- 
tery reed (toſled to and fro with. 
contrary winds , by the manifold 
oppoſitions that are made about it) almoſt, if not al- 
together Reſtleſſe, Not all the Commandements of 
the Decalogue , beſides that of the Sabbarh (which 
tor ot, ke the oddes of nineto one) have ſuffe- 
red more or worſe, under the ſtrife of tongues,or con- - 
fit of pens, then it hath done. 
It was (by divine Ordinance) to be as Noahs Arke : 
for in that not men alone, but the unteaſonable crea- 
tures likewiſe (though moſt diſpoſed to range abroad) 
were under anarreſt, confined to a narrow compaſle : 
and (though otherwiſe adverſe to each other) united 
in a quict and peaccable repoſe amongthemſelyes.So 
on the Sabbath, both man and beaſt(for that day)were 
to have each of them their ques eſt : by the one ſort, 
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Reſt was only to be enjoyed as a benefit ; tothe other 
it was cnjoyhed as a duty : but riot Reſt onely,but Re- 
ligion with it znor Reſt mcerly for itſelfe, but for Re. 
ligions ſake, and that (fo farre as it conſiſteth in com- 
munionwith God) is another kind of Reſt, and of all 
kinds, the beſt, and moſt delightful. 

But now is this Sabbath , or day of reſt and quiet- 
. neſſe, become as a Ball, betwixt two Rackets, bandied 
this way and that way, by mutuall contradiction, not 
onely betwixt the godly and the profane (which is no 
newes) but among many of thoſe, who are in no mean 
accompt inthe Church of God; whether they bee va- 
lued by the eminence of their places , the excellency 
of their parts, or the holinefle of their lives. 

The more is the griefe of religious hearts that doe 
obſerve it, and the more hearty their defires(no doubt) 
to ſee ſome good accord (at leaſt betwixt the better 
ſort) or (which is next unto a peace) that the differen- 
ces about it may bee carried with ſuch pious and pru- 
_ dent moderation (on both {ides,) as that God may 
loſe no part of histribute of honour , nor his ſervants 
be defrauded of the fruit of their holineſſe , nor fall to 
a change or cooling of thoſe charitable affections to- 
wards each other, without which Pomegravats, even 
the golden Bells of Aaron ,are but like ſounding braſſe, 
or tinkling Cimballs. 

Towards this purpoſe, if the employment of the 
Talent committed to my truſt may any way conduce, 
I ſhall make no ſcruple to adde unto my other taskes 
an affay of ſatisfaction to their Doubts or Reaſons, 
who cither waver in the right, or are already ſwayed 
to wrong opinions in this point. And to this endea- 
your, 
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vour, I ſhall with more diligence addrefle my ſelte : 
Firſt, becauſe the day in queſtion, is the training 
day of military Diſcipline, by which the Church of 
Chriſt is unto the Synagogue of Satan (as is ſaid in 
the Carticles )terrible as an Army with Banners: which, Camic.s.4.

all a more fruitfull ground of erroneous deſcants then

are ſociable duties, and well ſort together 3 ſo com-

judgement of the indifferent Reader. 


CHAP. VII. 
How farre it may bee lawfull to uſe 1dolatrons names, 
An Anſwer to the objection againſt the name 
Sunday. | 


ANd firſt for the places of Scripture before al- 
ledged,they doe not imply,in their proprer ſenſe, 
ſo preciſe a prohibition of all names of idolatrous, or 
otherwiſe of ſinfull intimation or acception in all re- 
ſpecs, thar it ſhould be utterly unlawfull to mention 
them: the name of evill is forbidden ſometimes, to 
make us more eſtranged from that which is evill; yet 
not wholly and altogether : For, 

Firſt, Anevill (as-it is evill ) may bee reproved, 
and that under that name by whichirt is knowne ; ſo 
though the Apoſtle forbid the naming of fornication 
in his Epiſtle to the E phe/. chap.s » Ver. 3. yet himſelfe 
nameth fornication and fornicator, by way of reproofe, 
well roward twenty times in his Epiſtles : and inthat 
very place hee could not ſo well have forbidden the 
thing it ſelfe, if he had notat all made uſe of thenamme. |

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Secondly, It may bee lawtull to mention an ido- 
a M4irſivorth [atrous name without reptoofe, as » Maſter «_£inſ- 
cow 265inſt 997th (though a Browniſt, and ſo a vehement adver- 
the Browniſts ſary to all appearance of idolatry) acknowledpeth, 
P-142»143- and giveth inſtance in the names Nebuchadnezzar, 
and Belſhazzer, and others : to which may be added, 
the idolatrous name of the Ship whercin Paul was 
carried, which hee called Arcoxigors, [fo 6.)

The circle of the Sabbath grows yet to a further 
compaſle : for theſe ſeven-yeere Sabbaths multiplyed 
by ſevens, made up the whole number of 49. yeeres, 
and the ycere after was the yeere of Jub:/ce, a great 
Sabbath, which was proclaimed by the ſound of the 
Trumpet, and 7ef from tillage, as before, with many 
other particulars preſcribed ; whereof you may read 
more in the fore-cited Text, from the cighth verſe to 
the end of the Chapter. Theſe acceptions of the 
word Sabbath haye eſpeciall reterence to reſt from 
labour.

The third acception of the name Sabbath ( but 
adding it to the former, the ſixth) is that which the 
Apoſtle uſcth, He6.

'T Heſe acceptions premiſed, it will bee the more

vers of their exceſles : and there was more need, that

Secondly, for that he ſaith of the Sabbatarian he. 
refie, for the neceſſary obſervation of the old Sabbath, 


* ac the way to withſtand it, is not(as he doth) to take the 


title Sabbath from the Lords day; and to ſhift it from 
the firme ground of the fourth Commandement, and 
to make it ſtand ſo much upon meere tradition as hee 
doth : nay, ſo to give up that both title and text (as hee 
hath done) to the old Sabbath, is to confirme, rather 
then to confute the Sabbathary errour ; which (by his 
manner of handling the matter) neither is, nor can be 
ſoundly convinced as it ſhould be. 


- Thirdly, whoſoever will adviſedly reade and con- 


ſider, what hath been lately written concerning the 
Sabbath, will find as great cauſe to givecaution againſt 
Anti-ſabbathary, as Sabbathary errours. And though 
the Biſhop pretend the errour of the old Sabbath, and 
rigour of the new, to have been (fo new, that Biſhop 
CA4ndrewes, and Maſter Hooker could not take notice 


of it, being before their time; and thattherecfore they 


tooke the leffe heed to their termes, when they ſpake 
of our Chriſtian and Weekly Holiday :) yet it 15 not 
like, that either was unknowne unto them (as he faith 


the hercfie of Pelagins was to Chryſoſtome and Augu-" 
bw $ ſtine, 
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ſtine,, when they wrote ſomewhat uncircumſpeRly, 

concerning ſome points which he perverted.) 
For,the conccipt of the neceſſity, and perpetuity of 
the Saturday Sabbath, hath bin the herefie of all Jewes, 
and of ſome Chriſtians, ever fince the Chriſtian S4b- 
bath was ordained ; and the moſt rigorous exceſles, 
touching the obſervation of the Lords day, were pub. 
liſhed ina » Booke of generall, note, and common uſe, 
before the paſſages, cited out of Biſhop Anadrewes 
writings, were publiſhed by himſcelfe, or any one elſe ; 
at leaſt before his Starre-chamber ſpeech againſt Mr. 
 Traske was made: and inthat ſpeech, though Trake 

were [cwiſhly conceipted of the Saturday Sabbath, he 

gives the name Sabbath to the Lords day,as hath been 
noted: and even Doctor Howſon Biſhop of Durham, 
though (in his Sermon of Feſtivities ) hee mention the 
ſame ſtraines of ever-ſtrained ſeverity, in obſervation 
of the Chriſtian Sabbath, calleth Sunday, or the Lords 

day (for allthat) by the name Sabbath. | 
Beſides, the wiſcr fort well knew, that to prejudice 
the piety and authority of the Lords day, as from the 
fourth Commandement (from whence the name $S4ab- 
baths derived uponit) would bee to give too much 
countenance to Zzberiines and CAntinomiſts , whoſe 
hereſfie being plauſible to the fleſh, by the craft of the 
Divell, was like to tad more welcome entertainment 
with the world , then that opinion of the Saturday 
5 abbath, orthenthole extreme feverities in obſeryati- 

on of the Lords day. 
So that all doubts and dangers duely conſidered on 
both ſides, I make no doubt , if moſt of thoſe Wor. 
thics, whole teſtimonics wee have produced (for the 
name 
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name Sabbath) were now alive, to ſee the carriage of 


the cauſe in our daics ; butthey would thinke it moſt 
convenient, to continue the title Sabbath to the Lords 
day,to make good their precedent, by ſubſequent at- 
reſtations to this truth : and to adde their further care, 
to oppole profanenefle , which hath mightily adyan- 
ced, ſince the Legall and Evangelicall authority, and 


piety of this day ! been ſo oppoſed: I may ſay in 


the Biſhops owne Fords(and with reference to him) 
oppoſed with an high hand: for no hand fo high as his, 
did ever ſtrive ſo to weaken the one, and darken the 
other (fince the darkneſle of Popery,was by the light 
of the Gofpel,driven out of our Engliſh Horizon) as 
his hath doge. E-'5 

Fourthly; yet for all that (as he deſires) I will judge 
charitably bf him : for, my charity inclines mee to 
conceive,that he wrote what he thought z but withall, 
my diſcretion telleth me,that his pen marched (in this 
quarrell) after Jehw's pace, in ſome pangs of paſſion 
(which are no helps to true information in any diffe- 
rence, whether of Religion, or otherwiſe) elſe hee 
would not have ſtained his tile with ſuch infeted 
phraſes , as [9 the mangy objections of the Dialogue- 
dropper,and the ſcabby {onilitudes of old Thomas Cart- 
wright] termes more meet for the Frocke,then for the 


Rocher. Tf his Adverſary dealt uncivilly-with him, I 


excuſe him not;8: if I might be ſo bold as to ſpeak my 
mind of them both, I ſhould freely blame them , for 
mingling ſo much of the drofle of their owne corrup-

Fourthly, for that which is broughtin in the name 
of his brother Door John White, calling the Lord's 
day by the name of Sabbath, he replyeth thus : There 
n0t any contradittion between the two brethren in this 
Dottrine : for,the one brother calleth the Lords day, 
Sabbath, i « myſticall ſenſe ; and the other brether 
ſaith, that it is not the Sabbath of the fourth Commande- 
ment, in a literall and proper ſenſe. Where he bringeth 
in againe the diſtintion of /zrerall and myſtical, ta- 
king /zterall in a negative ſenſe for his owne part (for 
he denieth thename in that ſenſe) and giving »2y{ticall 
ina poſitive acception (but with an implicite negation 
of the letter) to his brother :to which I anſwer,

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ſort) it hath been leſſe obvious to exception then ej- 
ther the name Sabbath or nn have beene, while 
ſome (though without juſt cauſe) have charged the 
one with Judaiſme, the other with Paganiſme, which 
is worſe, fince our Religion hath more affinity with 
Jewiſh,then with Heathenith principles. 

Sixthly, For frequencie or community of ule ; all 
in our Church are bound to aflent unto the name Sab- 
bath, and to uſe it allo by the obligation thatryeth 
them to the Liturgy and Catechiſme of the Church 
and as Religion hath advanced, ſo hath that name 
prevailed, and bin moſt frequently uſed by the religi- 
ous of our Church: untill that(a very tew yeers agoc) 
ſome tooke up ſuch exceptions againſt it as have beene 
ſcenc in the precedent Diſcourſe, which either reaſon 


- may work out, or time wear out of mens opinions ; as 
in the'title Zords day hath come to paſle ; for that, at 


at the firſt, did not paſſe without cavill and contempt : 
for,in the memory of ſome yet alive, many were as 
much offended ( ſuſpeRing a tang of exceſſive pre- 
ciſeneſle ) that ſome ſaid Lords day for Sunday , as 
any now are at thoſe who ſay rather Sabbath then 
cither. 

Seventhly, and laſtly, If wee compare the three 
names for efficacte to edification, (which ought to bee 


of moſt accompt with us) we may ſay, 


Eirſt, That the name Sabbath and Lords day, at firſt 


apprehenſion are more ready and effeQuall to minde 
us of, and diſpoſe us to pious conceits, then the name 
Sunday is, which at firſt blench (according to the lite- 


rall ſenſe and primitive uſe) hath an idolatrous inti- - 


mation 3 for it was ſo called, with reference to, and 
reverence 
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reverence of the Planet So/, which was made an Idol 
by the Saxons, our predeceſlors in this Kingdome ; 
though the word be capable of a better ſenſe, as be- 
» forehath beene ſhewed upon Malach. 4.2. and hath 
beenea good while ſince purged from the ſmack and 
ſuſpicion of idolatry or ſuperſtition, whezewith it hath 
been tainted in former times. 

Secondly, That though the title I.ords day deſigne 
ſome day of eminent note, and by conſent of moſt be 
taken for the day on which Chriſt roſe from the 
dead; and though it may alſo import (with a little 
working of the underſtanding upon it) that he is Lord 
both of times and perſons, with other religious docu- 
ments which conduce much to the edification of the 
Church, yet the name $4bbath edifieth much more, 
2s to the ſolemne ſervices of _ which ought to 
prevail inthis compariſon;for it ſ1gnifieth ref,or ceſla- 
tion from ſecular labours (without which no day can 
be holily aqgd ſolemnly obſerved)and thar, by an caſfie 
tranſition. from the letter to a figure, may admoniſh us 
of our Saviours reſting inthe grave all the Sabbath ay, 
which hee punQually obſerved while it was in force; 
 andof his reſting from all further paine, or ſuffering 
- for our Redemption, upon his ReſurreRion; and of 
Gods reſting ſatisfied with us, hee having then fully 
diſcharged all-our debt,and quit himſelfe from priſon, 
as by a moſt compleat ſatisfaction to his Fathers Ja- 
ſtice z: and laſt of all, of that everlaſting re#, Heby. 
vp __ in the literall S4ab24th was partly pre- 

red. 
-  Befides, the name Sabbath guides us to the fourth 
— Commandement of the Decalogue, where the pro- 


portion 


— . 
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portion of time, for the weekly recourſe of it is to be 
read , and the perſonall extent of the Commande- 
ment to ſuperiours and inferiours home-borne or ali- 
ens, together with the duties of the day, both affirma- 
tive and negative , and the reaſons both of the inſtiru- 
tion and obſcrvation of them, and thoſe both many 
and weighty, and fo it upholdeth our ſolemne and 
ſacred Aſſemblies oncea weeke, then which nothing 
is of more moment to edification. 
And all this itdoth in ſuch ſort, that no cavills of 
men can cither weaken, or darken its tenure from 
that xext, in the judgement of any reaſonable man ; 
nor can any one (who conſidereth that) hold himſelfe 
ſo little obliged to an holy celebration of one day in 
the weeke, as if no. more ſhould be pleaded for irthen 
what 15 cither formally or vertually contained in the 
title Lord's day, or in any part of holy Scripture,beſides 
the fourth Commandement, whereto it dircceth us. 
Thirdly, the name abbath keepeth title to thar 
ground, which (while it1$ made good for the propor- 
tion of one day in ſeven, and not for Saturday Sab- 
bath in particular, as it eaſily may) is the beſt meanes 
to maintaine the Authority of our weekly Holiday, 
againſt any Adverlary whatſoever. 


To wind up thoſe compariſons to a concluſion, 


though every one of the words may lawfully be uſed 
(as before hath been ſaid) I conceive (and hope in the 


vertue of the premiſſes I may reſolve) that for our 


Church and time the name Sabbath is fitteſt to bee fa-

Antinomaſie, or excellency (and we may ſay the ſame 
of the word Scripture) itis now taken onely for the

mon word of old) now become fo proper, as that we 


know what one meaneth, when hee ſaith a Bible. as 
well as if hee ſaid Gods Booke; ſo wee may know 
(as moſt men uſe the word Sabbath) as well what day

Beſides, the Lords day is (in its Grammaticall figni- 
fication) of as large extent as the Sabbath; both be- 
cauſe the Apoſtle ſaith , zhere be Lords many, 1 Cor.

ther creatures of the world, Let any one reade the 


- fourth Commandement, wherethe Sabbath is named, 


and the firſt of the Revelat. ver. 10. where the Lords 
day is named , and let him tell mee which of them 
doth more cxplaine the duty of the day : nay, the 
name Lords day doth neither expreflely, nor by nece(- 
ſary conſequence dired to the dutics of the day, nor 
ro the Evangclicall ground of it, rhe Reſurrection of 
our Saviour ; fince other dayes have been ſet up with 


our weekly holiday (by way of competition for thar 
title) as hath before beene obſerved. 


Beſides, When the name Sabbath leadeth to the 
fourth Commandement, it bringeth us to the title 
Lords day; for if ithe the Sabbath of the Lord, as it is 
there called, it is the Zords day ; for the Sabbath is a 
day, and hee is called Lord of the Sabbath, Mat.12.8.

ayd life from the Sunne of Rightcouſneſſe, who i» it 
roſe up to bee the light of life.to all Nations, And after 
that hee giveth it a nominall preheminence under the 
title Lords day; & God, ſaith hee, hath given it a moFF 
honourable name and title above all the dates of the 
weeke : for the holy Evanecliſft, and divine Apoſtle 
Saint John, who was the intimate, beloved, and boſome 
Diſciple of the. Lord, and did brit know his minac,, 
calls it the Lords day, Revel.1.10. and the word Kveo: 
Lord, is the ſame in ſignification with Gods proper 
Name Jehovali, and moſt commonly is uſed (in the new 
Teſtament ) to expreſſe that ſacred Name. And if that 
day and name both be more excellentthenthat of the

HE that doth reade thus farre, will not (I hope) 
conceive I have need to make an Apology for 
this diſcourſe, as if it were ſome idle Logomachy, or 
word. war, which the Apoſile forbids,1 Tim. 6.4.tor, 

Eirſt,it may ſerve to ſtint the ſtrife of words, which 
ſome have already raiſed up , making a man at offex. Efay 29-21. 
der for a word, which affords not a ſyllable of juſt cx- 
ception, or offence , and to prevent the like in after 
Cc 3 times z 
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times ; ſince by what we have ſaid, our lawfull liberty 
| - js fully declared, and firmly aſſured, ſo that we may 
without doubt or danger of ſinne call the time or da 
we celebrate, Lords day, Sabbath day, or both, as the 
holy place of Gods publicke ſervice was called the 
Lords houſe, and the Temple. 
And for the name Sunday , wee have ſhewed the 
_ Jawfulluſe of it, if it be not brought in like the Sunne 
with. a burning glafſe (as DoQtor Pocklingren doth)to 
ſcortch the name Sabbath, or to caſt a ſhadow upon it, 
to conceale or obſcure the diviae Authority of the 
day, or to diminiſh ought of the duties of devotion 
belonging to it; ſo that all three names (if there bee 
not more fault in their minds that make uſe of them, 
then in the words themſelves) may and will (with 
peaceable men) be paſſable, without any cavill at all. 
Secondly, hereby may bee precluded rheir intents 
(that they take not effeRt) who by cavilling at the 
name, bewray a mind to undermine and overthrow 
the thing it ſelfe :-which I will not ſay,nor do I think, 
of all that take exception at that name; yet I have 
ſhewed it of ſome , that they plead againſt the word 
Sabbath, to ſupplant” its fundamentall right by the 
fourth Commandement: and there is no little power 
in the uſe gr refuſall of words, to advance or under. 
value the things themſelves to which they are ap- 
plycd, as hath been proved in that wee have before 
| bÞ Neſcio _ produced : yea, ſqmetimes (as > Saint Hicrome obſer- 
| penenen 7” yeth) there lurketh a kind of poyſon under ſyllables, 
| Hier.ad D4> as in every page- of DoQor Pocklingten his booke, 
| 246102 which weares this title, Sunday 0 Sabbath; whereof I 
"45-13% - have faidenough before, and hee too much , though 


very 
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very little to the purpole for proote of his diftructive 
determination againſt the name Sabbath. 
Thirdly, Inclearing the doubts that are made of 
thoſe names and titles of our Chriſtian Sabbath ; di- 
vers perſonages of higheſt place, with many more of 
the better ſort(though of inferiourrank in the Church 
or Common- weale) are cleared from ſuch reproach- 
full impurations,as (by taunting at, or traducing of the 
lawfull uſe of thoſe names, eſpecially that of the S2b- 
bath) ſome, with Iſmaclitiſh malignity, expreſlely,or 


by conſequence, haye caſt upon them ; to which pur- . 


poſe the fore-noted judicious Divine hath ſaid ſome- 
what in his Antidote againſt Sabbatary errours, though 
(methinks) alittle too faintly ; viz. © That men, others 


wiſe ſober and moderate, ought not to bee cenſured with, qc 
too much ſeverity, ( not with any ſeverity at all, hee tary errors. 


might have ſaid.) or charged with Pudaiſme, if ſome- 
time they call Sunday by the name of Sabbath ; (if hee 


had ſaid, if commenly they call Suzday by the name 


of Sabbath, hee had ſpoken no more then the truth 
will beare) 4 for thereis none of the three names, ſaith 
hee, 0 bee condemned as uulawfull, but every one is to 
bee left to his Chriſtian liberty herein, ſo long as ſupe. 
riour Authority reſtraineth it not , and ſo that hee doe 
it without vanity or affettation in himſclfe, and without 


judging or deſpifing of his brother that doth otherwiſe - 


which is a pious and prudent proviſo, though ſo farre 


defeQive as it importeth a meere paritie, without any | 


preheminence onthe Sabbaths behalfe. | 
Fourthly, By explication of theſe titles (in this 
ſort) wee may anſwer many paſſages of the ancienc 
Fathers, produced zgainſt our weekly holiday inthe 
E - name 
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>. -name of rhe Sabbath ; whereby they meane not (as 


many miſconceive them, and ſo milapply them) any 
prejudice to the holy obſervation of the Lord's day, as 
in weckely recourſe 'in the Chriſtian Church , but 
preciſely and puncually the Saturday Sabbath, which 
we hold as much as they to be aboliſhed, and much 
more then ſome of them did. 

Fifthly, If all the names bee lawfyll, and that of 
the Sabbath moſt uſefull ( as hath beene ſhewed) let 
us bee ſure to make uſe of it upon all faire and fit oc- 
cafions, (though wee neither wholly forbeare the o- 
ther two titles, nor quarrell with any for their more 
familiar uſe of them). that wee may uphold thetenure 
of the day; together with thetitle of it by the fourth 
Commandement, whereto I defire to exhort the Rea- 
. der with the more carneft intreaty. 

Firſt, Becauſe ſome ( with ſuch ſupercilious dif. 
daine) have indeayoured to diſgrace that title that 0. 
thers (as much too modeſt, as they too bold ) have 
beene affraid, or aſhamed to uſe it ; and I remember 
- one, who was of eminent parts and place, and who 
formerly had divers times uſed it in a printed booke, 
having upon occaſion named the Sabbath, preſently 
recalled the word, as if it had beene a fault, and tooke 
up the title Sway in ſtead thereof. 

Secondly, Becauſe if wee let goc the name of the 
time, wee may bee like to loſe the thing intime to 
come,or, at leaſt, ro looſen and weaken its claime to 
the beſt authority on which it depends ; for as it is a 
weckly holiday, wee cannot plead better for it, then 
by the proportion of the fourth Commandement, 
and that being made good upon that ground , the dif- 
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ference about the particular day (withinthe circle of 


ſeven) will bee the more eaſily compoſed, ſince it 
is no more then other proofe and evidence (inferiour 
to an expreſſe precept of the Decalogue) may well 


ſupport, 


_ « T would now put a finall period to this com-
